In the Coming Campaign. 
Indianapolis, Ind., August 29.—The 
Prohibitionists of the state have been 
very active of late. 
The crusade 
against saloons which ha* been active­ 
ly waged in most of the counties has 
made itself felt in Indianapolis. 
Anti­ 
saloon people have taken advantage 
of the change* in the laws created at 
the last legislature, aud have been 
trying to spread the dry belts as much 
as possible. 
Moreover, there have 
been big gains on the side of temper 
ance, and It would appear from the 
success the movement has met, not 
only in Marion county, but in most of 
the other counties that have felt tem ­ 
perance activity, that the temperance 
vote has been growing in strength and 
will be an element that will have to be 
considered in 1908. 
Not long ago 
there was a temperance meeting in 
Indianapolis. 
The heads of the Pro­ 
hibition party of the state met with 
the national chairman. 
The party 
leaders discussed many things, and 
among them high license was talked 
of. 
The party is against the high li­ 
cense proposition. It was declared by 
Prohibitionists, shortly after the meet­ 
ing, that the party would continue its 
fight against the high license. 
The 
announcement that Senator Ezra Mat 
tingly would renew his fight for the 
passage of a high license law has 
therefore aroused more than a little 
interest. Senator Mattingly, it will be 
remembered, stood very close to the 
administration during the last, legis­ 
lature, and that it should become so 
soon known that he will again espouse 
the cause of the high license bill, 
makes it seem certain that the party 
leaders have considered the expcdien 
cy of advocating the measure. Indeed, 
it Is understood that this has been 
seriously considered and that the idea 
may creep into the platform. 
If It 
does the party will have a fight that 
will be of more than usual interest, 
for the Prohibition party, the recog 
nized anti-saloon element, will fight 
the high license idea. 
If the party 
can swing sentiment in proportion to 
the increase in temperance, it may 
mean more than it has in campaigns 
in the past.
